CHICAGO WELCOMES BLAIN®. 
Chicago has given the great leader of the 

Republican party a right royal welcome. 
During her comparatively short life many 
eminent men have received her hospitality, 
but to no one has she accorded it so lavishly, 
loyally, and enthusiastically as to James G.

THE M’DONALD-VAN PELT FRAUD. 

The McDonald-Van Pelt gang, as might 
have been expected, after having promised to 
treat the Kepublicans justly, have violated 
their promise. They agreed that the men 
recommended by the Republican County Cen- 
tral Committee for judges should be appoint- 
ed, and that Democrats enough should re- 
sign to make room for them. They agreed 
that the polling-places should be located in 
convenient and reputable places. Neither 
of these agreements has been tul- 
filled, either in spirit or letter. Some 
ostensible changes of judges have been made, 
but none in the precincts where the fraudu- 
lent Democratic work is to be done, and sev- 
eral of the new Republican judges chosen 
are men who it is known will not be able to 
serve or men who are not vouched for by the 
Cenital Committee. A few polling-places 
have been changed, but not those where the 
disreputable locality will aid the swindling 
purpose of Harrison, McDonald, afd Van 
Pelt. The scheme remains unchanged in 
all its general outlines, and the fraud will be 
attempted and carried out if Republicans are 
not on the alert. 

It is notorious that many of: the Demo- 
cratic judges are grossly unfit for these posi- 
tions, and that some of them do not even 
know what the duties of judges are, but 
they have intelligence enough to lend them- 
selves to the dirty work contemplated by the 
machine. The concessions which have been 
made are unimportant, and do not affect the 
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LOWELL UN DEMOCRACY. . 

The address recently delivered by Minister 
Lowell in England on Demioctacy, a too brief 
abstract of which was given us by the cable, 
is printed in full by the Pall Mall Gazette. 
It proves itself to be everything that we had 
a right to expect from its author, All his 
felicity of thought and phrase, his knowledge 
of Written and unwritten books, are there, 
and, above all these gifts of the poet, through 
every line of this memorable utterance 
breathes the patriotic love of an American 
for American liberty. 

Lowell speaks of democracy—for which 
he accepts as the best Lincoln’s definition of 
government of the people, by the people, for 
the people—to defend it as tne best of all 
Governments not only, but as the inevitable 


form of government iu this age when thé im-— 


mense majority of men who formerly 
knew only their sufferings, wants, and 
desires are beginning now to know 
their opportunity and their power. The 
admirabie temper, the courage, and the social 
skill with which he stands before his British 
audience to defend that which it is always so 
agreeable to them to hear attacked, remind 
us of nothing so much as the perfect address 
with which Franklin held his way throagh 
London and Paris in his day. . One of the 
most skillful points made by our Minister 
was his reminder that the acorn from which 
our great and prosperous democracy sprang 
** was ripened on the British oak.” ‘ Every 
successive swarm that has gone out from this 
offieina gentium has, when left to its own in- 
stincte—may I not call them hereditary in- 
stincts ?—assumed a more or lews thoroughly 
democratic form. * This would seem to show, 
what I believe to be the fact, that the British 
Constitution, under whatever disguises of 
prudence or decorum, is essentially demo- 
cratic.” 

The air of England is fall of ideas which 
reverberated to Lowell's words. In the 
Queen’s opening speech to Parliament day 
before yesterday she said: ‘*‘ My Lords and 
Gentlemen: I have brought you together to 
enable you to consider further the great sub- 
ject of the representation of the people.” 
The Queen, the Lords, the Gentlemen, the 
People—under this characteristiecally form- 
less English mixture of the old and the new, 
what is and what must be, there lies the es- 
sence, as Lowell tells them, of ‘thoroughly 
democratic form.” The question, Is American 
democracy successful? which Lowell asks 
pnd answers, is réally but a wise foreigner’s 
way of asking whether English democracy is 
to be successful. “Lowell tells his quaking 
English doubters that he has watched Amer- 
ica pass through the momentous change— 
to him a sad one—which is best pictured by 
the merger of the quaint Areadia which 
French travelers found with delighted amaze- 
ment in New England a century ago into the 
modern New England of the factory towns, 
and has lived to see ali the forebodings of 
good, and wise, and timid men about the en- 
croachments of democtacy belied by the 
course of events.- The talk so fashionable in 
Europe about the ‘‘disease of democracy” 
does not disturb Lowell. ‘‘ Nat a change for 
the better.” he says, ‘‘ has ever taken place 
in our mortal housekeeping that wise and 
good men have not opposed It, . » Sup 
pression of the slave trade, abolition of slav- 
ery, trades-unions—at all of these excellent 
people shook their heads déspondingly and 
murmured, ‘Ichabod.’ But the trades-unions 
are now debating instead of conspiring, and 
we all read their discussions with hope and 
comfort, sure that they are learning the busi- 
ness of citizenship and the difficulties of 
practical legislation.” 

Lowell strengthens the hands of his Liber- 
al triends who are fighting for an extension 
of the suffrage by a eulogy of universal suf- 
frage brilliant. with epigrams and racy with 
a mixture of shrewdness and sentimentality 
that is one of the distinguishing marks of 
the race to which he belongs. It is only, he 
says, when the reasonable and practicable are 
denied that men demand the unreasonable 
and impraticable, _ Democracy is idealism. 
But the real will never find an 
irremovable basis until it rests on the 
ideal. The democratic theory is that those 
constitutions are likely to prove steadiest 
which have the broadest base, that the right 
to vote makes a safety-valve of every voter, 
and that the best way of teaching a man how 
to vote is to give him the chance to practice. 
The question is no longer the academic one, 
Is it wise to give every man the ballot? but 
rather the practical one, Is it prudent to de- 
prive whole classes of itany longer? It may 


be conjectured that in the long ran it is 


cheaper to lift men up than to hold them 
down, and that the ballot in their hands is 
less dangerous to society than a sense of 
wrong in their heads. 

There are some Parisianized Americans, 
green-sick with distrust of their country and 
their countrymen, who can get as much good 
out of this wise talk of Lowell’s as his Brit- 
ish hearers. 


GLADSTONE’S GENTLE REFORMS. 

If any listeners supposed from the cyclone 
of angry gabble which burst fr ia when the 
House of Lords rejected Gladstone’s Fran- 
chise bill that the English people were 
really about to do something savagely revo- 
lutionary with the Peers, they must be unde- 
ceived by this time. It is obvious from sev- 
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neither gains nor loses in the number of its 
representatives in Parliament. The only 
noticeable feature of the redistribution in Lre- 
land is that by merging all towns with a popula- 
tion of less than 10,000 int@ the country ¢lis- 
tricts the Parnellites lose the supremacy in 
some of their constituencies. Thoa Liberal 
measure, the Liberals lose in representation 
relatively to the Conservatives, The net re- 
sult of the scheme appears to be that the 
Conservatives will lose but forty-five mem- 
bers, while the Liberals will lose sixty- 
seven. The ‘‘three-cornered constituencies ” 
in which miaority representation was prac- 
ticed are extinguished except In London. 
As between city and country, there are some 
changes of importance. Seventy-two towns 
with a population under 10,000 each are to 
be merged in the counties. Forty towns 
with a population under 40,000, which now 
have two members each, are to lose one. 
Fifty-four new members are to be given to 
the county or country constituencies, and 
forty-seven members are to be given to the 
large citiestwenty-five to London, two to 
Dublin, three to Glasgow, and two to Edin- 
burg. 

There is probably a mixture of sincerity 
and strategy in the disfavor with which this 
plan is received by representatives of the 
Liberals in the press. If the Liberals were 
warm in its praise the Tories would grow 


cold. The Pall Mall Gazette ridicules it. 


“as a twopenny-halfpenng milk-agd- water 
measure, which proceeds on the old lines and 
leaves almost as many anomalies standing as 
it removes.” ‘The politics of the future are 
probably pretty accurately forecast in the pre- 
diction that when the new voters are able to 
make their power felt they will take up the 
work of constituency reform in a much more 
radical spirit than Mr. Gladstone’s Ministry. 
The questions which this new élement will 
take hold of will be the equalization of the 
electoral districts, proportional representa- 
tion, and a decennial readjustment like that 
which the census brings with it In this coun- 
try. Meanwhile none need take any more 
serious view of the violence of political de- 
bate in England than of the noisy safety- 
valve of any locomotive behind which we 
may find ourselves traveling.

By his own 
statement he denationalized himself by 
taking ‘a local office under the British Gov- 
ernment as well as an active part 
in the agitation to emancipate his fellow- 
countrymen from the English yoke.”

‘he was arrested In June, 1881, under the 


Coercion act. At this time he had a perma- 
nent home and business ir Donegal, and was 
holding office under the British Government; 
and yet as soon as he was arrested he laid 
claim to the American citizenship which he 
had certainly forfeited, and through Mr. 
Lowell and Mr. Blaine demanded the inter- 
vention of the American Government. Pre- 
vious to this time Mr. Blaine, then Secretary 
of State, had laid down the doctrine of Amer- 
ican citizenship as applied to Irish-Ameri- 
cans who were regarded as ‘‘suspects” by 


the British Government; and we once more 
quote it, and call the attention of our Irish 
readers td it. Mr. Blaine wrote to Mr, 
Lowell the 2d of June, 1881, as follows in 
reference to the case of Joseph B. Walsh: 


Whatever the necessity may be in the esti- 
mation of her Majeste’s Government for the 
existence and enforcement in Ireland of the 
exceptional legisiative measures recentiy en- 
acted in res to that country, thie Govern- 
ment cannot view with unconcern the applica- 
tion of the summary proceedings attendant 
upon the prosecution of these measures to 
naturalized citizens of the United States of 
Irish origin whose business relations may ren- 
der necessary their née in Ireland or any 
other part of the United Kingdom, or whose 
filial instincts and love for kindred may have 
prompted them to revisit their native country. 

If American citizens, while within Britim 
jurisdiction, offend against British Jawa, this 
Government will not seek to shield them from 
the legal consequences of their acts: but it 
must insist upon the application to their cases 
of those common principles of crimina! juris- 
prudence which in the United States secure to 
every man who offends against its laws, 
whether he be an American citizen or a foreign 
subject, those incidents to a criminal prosecu- 
tion which afford the best safeguard to personal 
liberty and the strongest peepee against 
opprestion under the form of law, which might 
otherwise be practiced through excessive zea).

TALKS WITHOUT WORDS. 

Few persons who played with planchet a 
few years ago, when that ‘conscious toy was 
the rage, or who have amused themselves 
with the rather mysterious divinations of the 
mind-reader, or have frequented the séance 
of the Spiritualist when there was no cireus 
to go to, or have joined hands to lift tables 
by the finger-tips, or have benumbed some 
delicate friend by amateur mesmerism, had 
any idea that they were doing anything so 
dignified as hovering on the borders of a 
Dark Continent of Science. But such seems 
tobe the case. Scientific men of high posi- 
tion here and in Europe are making these di- 
versions of the curious and sports of the su- 


perstitious the subject of deep study and care- 


ful experiment. A society has been formed in 
England to prosecute these studies under the 
title of the Society for Psychic Research. 
For President it has no less steady a head 
than Prot. Sidgwick of Cambridge, and its 
Vice-President is Lord, Rayleigh, who pre- 
sidéd over the deliberations of the recent 
meeting at Montreal of the Association for 
the Advancement of Science. 

For the most part the occurrences the in- 
vestigators of these psychical phenomena 
are turning’their attention to may be classed 
as instances. of ecommniunication between 
miind and mind, neer or far, without the 
use of. words or any means that could. be 
called physical .according to the present 
nomenciature of science. There are commit- 
tees to investigate the influence of mind on 
mind by other than the ordinary means of 


-communication—the phenomena of mesimer- 


ism, trance, clairvoyance, the study of per- 
sons classed as ‘‘sensitives,’”’ apparitions at 
the moment of death, spiritualism on its 
physical side, ete. One of most com- 
mon and successful experiments of the 
membérs of the society is to place 
behind one of the persons known as “‘ sensi- 
tives” an individual whose mind is charged 
with some distinct image, as of a person, or 
coin, or picture, or other object, and whose 
only effort in the experiment is to stand be- 
hind the ‘‘ sensitive” and think as hard as he 
can of the thing in his mind. The “ sensi- 
tive” will then draw a representation of 


what is in the mind of the operator behjnd 
‘him. This experiment has been developed 


to such a point that objects selected at ran- 
dom by any one present and simply held up 
behind the ‘‘ sensitive” have been portrayed 
by him. In the published proceedings of the 
society many fac-similes of the origimals and 
the copies made by the ‘‘ sensitives” under 
these circumstances are given. No ‘ medi- 
ums” or professionals take part in these ex- 
periments. . 

The supernatural cast once given to oc 
currences of this kind—from the perform- 
ances of planchet to the . mysteries of 
spiritualism—are dismissed by these scien- 
tifiemen as an accidental color, like the super- 
natural aspect which poetry, government, 
books, fire, everything took on when men 
first came to them. They believe that there 
is a field of fact here to be investigated; that 
these phenomena are glimpses of a force 
which men have not hitherto been developed 
to the point of recognizing, but which it is 
no more scientific to reject than it would 
have been to refuse to examine the phe- 
nomena of combustion because the legends 
of mythology claimed that fire was brought 
down from Heaven by Prometheus. It is 
not easy to see how any scientific mind could 
find fault with such inquiry; but Helmholtz 
is quoted by the Nation as having lately told 
an English scientific acquaintance that if all 
his friends should assert that the phenomena 
reported by the Society for Psychical: .Re- 
search were true, and that if then he were to 
see them all with his own eyes, and with all 
the precautions he could devise, he. would 
not believe them. This is more like the 
ignorant sort of talk which greeted the first 


hints of the wonders of electricity than the 


utterances ofa true man of science always 
ready to open his eyes to “ more light.”

BRITISH POLITICS. 
THE, OPENING OF PARLIAMENT THE SIGNAL 
FOR UNUSUAL ACTIVITY, 


Lowpos, Oct, 25.—|®8pecial.|—Great crowds 
waited in and about the House of Parliament 
for the opening of the autumn session. though 
only some scores of persons could pope to wit- 
nese the ceremony. The sale of the afternoon 
papers. containing the Queen’s speech was 
enormous, and the session has been the one 
topic that is on every man's tongue. Lt would 
be difficult to say when before an opening of 
Parliament has been the subject of such in- 
tense interest. This generation probebiy has 
not seen a session of so great vital importance 
or one the outcome of which is s0 
baffling to prophecy. It would not be wild to 
say that most Englishmen who talk of the crisis 
bave had on weir minds the possibility of civil 
disorders in the background. The bopes of a 
compromise seent definitly to have gone, and 
the question now is, Which of the two fortes 
will smash the other? 

GLADSTONE’S MENACE. 

Mr. Gladstone's address on the speech closed 
with a most significant menace concerning the 
reform of the House of Lords, which differed 
from the rest of bis talk in baving been caretully 
written out in advance. {his was contrary wo 
the Premier's custom, and the Tory papers all 
accept the menace as the Government's ulti- 
matum of no concession. The Tories may 
sornk back later in the session, but just now 
they are full of nerve and eager for the fray. 
Their speeches thus far have been unex- 
ampled for violence and bad  biood. 
Their wrath is devoted iargeiy to Mr. 
Chamberlain, who is accused of having incited 
mob outbreaks. There is no doubt that at almost 
all of the thousand and more Liberal meetings 
held during the vacation the most popular talk 
bas been that directed against the House of 
Lords as an institution. and the loudest cheers 
bave been won by threats to abolish it.

Itdpes baul up the 
criminals wiienever it is possible, and many a 
brute like the Portland street driver has bad to 
“dust” or come to time because the associa- 
tion’s officers were after him with asharp stick. 
A GOOD ORGANIZATION. 

It was in 1641 that the General Court of the 
Massachusetts Colony passed the following 
command: “It is ordered by this court that 
no man ehall exercise any tyranny er cruelty 
towards brute creatures which are usually 
kept_for the use of animals.” The fathers 
were a little foggy in their language, and it 
would take a Philadeiphia lawyer fo prove 
whether especial offenses came within the law 
or not. But the “ starter” was given, though 
the law slumbered, so far as any one knows to- 
day. Early in this century the ministers in 
Boston began to preach about cruelty to ant- 
mals. and pamphiets were launched upon the 
public from various desks of able writers. 
However, it was not until 1867 that steps for 
the formation of an active society were taken. 
It was in that year that Mrs. Wiiliam Appleton 
of Boston beid a consultation with Henry Bergh 
and soon afterward, with Gov. Aadrew, the 
great War Governor, Harvey Jewell, and otker 
emiaent Massachusetts men, started a petition, 
and in the year following persuaded the Legis- 
lature to passa bill incorporating the Massa- 
chusetts society with a long name. Its first 
Board of Directors was composed of prominent 
men and women. Through them and the agent 
of the society, Mr. Denny, the association om 
it 
475 prosecuting officers throughout the State 
in addition to the city force of workers.

Robert Hailey, who was beld to the grand jury

DIVORCES | 
MISMATED COUPLES AIR THEIR GRIEVANCES IN 
COURT. 

A Very large number of divorce suits were 
heard yesterday by Judges Moran, Tuley, and 
Shepard. Juage Moran beard a list of nearly 
two dozen cases, about half of which were 
simple instances of desertion. Michael Frent- 
jein had a rather unusual story to tell of bis 
wife's shortcomings. While they lived in Ger 
many he knew sbe had been untrue to him, 
and brought her over here to reciaim her. Spe 
fell in love with a boarder, and when the bus 
band remonstrated she and her paramour beat 
him and threw him out of the bouse and then 
ran away. Frentiein followed them and coaxed 
ber back, but when beleft her for the purpose 
of coming to Chicago to get work she refused 
to follow. and be then gave her up. A weil 
earned decree waa granted. 

Before Judge Shepard Mary J. Silversparre, 
atail, graceful woman, asked for @ divorce 
from Axel Siiversparre, the Assistant County 
Surveyor, on the ground of drunkenness, She 
married him in 1866, and of late years he bad 
beew drunk at least three timesaday. He 
wouldget drunk oefore each meal, sober up 
an hour or two, and then get drunk again. 
Even when be was at work he would only be 
sober four or five days and then drunk the 
next fifteen. A few years ago he went out to 
Colorado and made a map of the State, and she 
followed bim, but bis o.d bab.ts clung to bim, 
ead she was compe'ied to support the family. 
A decree was granted.

She 
was a music-teacher at Amboy when he made 
ber acquaintance, but he only knew ber 
slightly.

Miss Kate Kane, the female lawyer, formerly 
of Milwaukee, tried her first @ivorce case here 
before Judge Tuley yesterday.

Miss Kane made a ftavorable im- 
pression, but induiged in the very bad practice 
of the answers of the witnesses im- 
mediately after they were given as if to try to 
produce more im n on the Judge.

Loss Clauses in Insurance Policies—

“During the last week I have had my atten- 
tion directed. to what is termed the ‘loss 
clause’ in various insurance policies issued by

and instead of giving me the amount of the 
policy in case my building burns the company 
should turn the sum over to you and then de- 
mand the mortgage from you for the purpose 
of still holding it against me, I think I would 
be justified in thinking that I bad not only been 
badiy misused but swindled. But briefly 
stated such is the provision or agreement 
which every man whose property is mortgaged 
makes when he accepts an insurance policy 
containing one of the cluuéses I speak of, ac- 
cording to the construction placed upon it by 
vee than one good agent in this city.. Luckily 
I Have one of the ingeniously-worded affairs in 
my desk which you may copy if you like. It 
reads like this: 

Loss, if any. payable to mortgagee or trustee, as 
hereirafter provided: It being hereby understood 
and agreed, that this insurance, as to the interest 
of the mortgagee or trustee only therein shal! not 
be invalidated by any act or neglect of the mort- 
gageor or owner of the property insured, nor by the 
oceupation of the premises for purposes more 
hazardous than are permitted by the terms of this 
policy. Provided, in ense the murtgageor or 
owner neglects or refuses to pay any premium due 
under this policy, then, on demand, the mortgagee 
or trustee shall pay the same. Provided also, that 
the mortgagee or trastee sBull notify this company 
of any change of ownership or increase of hazard 
which shail come 6 bis or their knowledge. and 
shall have permission for such change of 
owgership or incresse of hazard duly indorsed 
oa this policy. And provided further, 
that every increase basard. not per- 
mitted by the policy to the mortgageor or owner, 
shall be paid for by the mortgagee vor trustee on 
reasonable demand, and after demand made by this 
company upon, and refusal by the mortgugeor or 
owner to pay, according to the established schedule 
of rates. It is, however, understood that this 
company peserves the right to cancel thispolicy, as 
stipulated in the priated conditions in said policy; 
and also, to cancel this agreement on giving ten 
days’ notice of their intention to the trustee or 
mortgagee named therein, and from and after the 
expiration of the said ten days this agreement 
shall be null end veld. It is further agreed, that 
in case of any other insurance upon the property 
hereby insured, then this company shali not be 
Hable under this policy for # greuter portion 
of any loss susteined than the sum hereby 
insured bears to the whole amount 
of insurance on said property, issuéd to or held by 
any party or parties having an insurable interest 
therein. It is also agreed that whenever this com- 
pany shall pay the mortgagee or trustee any sum 
for loss under this policy, and shall claim that as 
to the mortgageor of owner no fiability therefor 
existed, it shall At. gnee and to the extent of such 
payment, be legally subrogated to all the rights of 
the party to Whom such payments shail be made, 
under any and all securities held by eych party for 
the payment of saiddebt. But such subrogation 
shall be in sebordiaation to the claim of said party 
for the bayanece of the debt so secured. Or said 
company may, at ite option, pay the said mort- 
gigee or trustee whole debt so secured, with 
athe of vac w may have rued thereon to 

of such payment, and shall thereupon re- 
ceive from the whom such payment shail 
be made an assignment and transfér of said dept, 
with all securities he@)4 by said parties for the pay- 
ment thereof. , 

* Now, Iam not a lawyer, and I am afraid if 
I were Lmight have no iittie trouble in con- 
struing that to the satisfaction of everybody. 
The language is uncertain, to say the least. and 
if it doesn’t mean that if a man’s house burns 
during the exiatence of the aforesaid mort- 
gage that the ee company can take up 
the mortgage with the money that otherwise 
would beiong to the insured, and can compel 
the holder of the mortgage to assign to the in- 
surance company, together with any securities 
of the same beld as coliateral to hold against 
the giver of the mortgage, then I coniess that 
I do not know what it does mean. According 
to my recollection the simple: wording of the 
oid-time loss clause. which I always supposed 
was sufficient for all requirements, was that 


“WHEREAS, The property described in this pol- 
icy bas been conveyed to —, in trust, to secure 
the payment of a certain indebtedness to the —., 
or his or ite assigns; therefore, the loss, if any, un- 
der this policy is hereby made payable to said 
——, as trustee, his successors or assigns, as his 
or their interest aa trustee may appear. 

‘The popular construction of such a simply- 
worded agreement could not well be other thun 
that in case of fire the insured was wil that 
the money that might be due him from the 
company might be turned over to the mort- 
gagee and the claim against him thereby sat- 
isied. A satisfaction of the mortgage in 
case of disaster was ail that the loss cianse 
was ever crested forand I cannot see why it 
should now be called upon to pertorm any 
other service, 

“One very well-known agent doing business 
on La Salle street toid me that. the only pur- 
pose of the latter wording of the clause was 
that of preven fraud, as, for instance, in 
the case of willful destruction of property to 
secure insurance money and esvape the liabili- 
ty set forth in the mortgage. I dbn’t think he 
could tave framed a filmsier excuse for the 
clause if he had tried from now until! the crack 
ofdoom. As though the iaws cove incen- 
diarism were not sufficiently stringent already! 
And if proof of such. guilt were not all that 
could povsibly bedesiredin case a company 
resisted payment of such a claim! 

‘It is argued by some agents that there is 
no danger that any company will ever seek the 
satisfaction of a mortgage that may be as- 
signed it by a mortgagee as provided by the 
clause. Then why in the nameof all that is 
good do they go to the trouble and waste of 
printer's ink necessary to prepare these clauses 
for insertion? If they are of no value and 
there is no intention of eve enforcing the 
agreement then why 1s it not eliminated entire- 
ly from the clause? An agent who informed 
me that he was always averse to the jong clause 
which | first read you, pointed out to me the 
way in which it would. be possibie for compa- 
nies to enforce what be regarded as a terribie 
injustice. In some instances the compa- 
nies that insured a man’s property held a 
mortgage upon the same. If, when that man’s 
building burned, the eompany chose to demand 
the mortgage from the trustee, if there was 
one besides itself, and afterwards attempted to 
collect the amount from the mortgageor., it 
might be aided somewhat by the agreement, 
providing the matter never reached a court 
where justice ig diepensed.. He did not know 
that such a procedure bad ever been attempt- 
ed by any company, and preferred to believe it 
had not. 

“It may be that this world and ourselves
